Many  Gifts  Added 

to  Sweet  Briar  Fund 

Year-end  gifts  to  the  college  from 
many  donors — alumnae,  parents, 
friends,  corporations  and  foundations, 
students,  faculty,  and  staff — brought 
the  total  of  the  1968-69  Sweet  Briar 
Fund  to  $199,723  by  the  middle  of 
January.  This  figure  is  in  addition  to 
gifts  and  pledges  to  the  newly-launched 
capital  campaign  for  $28  million. 

Contributions  from  1,415  alumnae 
reached  $139,674.  Of  this  amount 
$50,455  was  contributed  to  the  Alum- 
nae Fund  for  Current  Faculty  Salaries. 
Twenty-seven  alumnae  have  joined  the 
1968-69  Boxwood  Circle,  comprised 
of  those  who  give  $1,000  or  over. 
Their  generosity  is  reflected  in  the  sum, 
$71,816. 

Alumnae  club  gifts  for  endowed 
scholarships  totaled  $31,200.  Heading 
the  list  is  $20,600  from  the  New  York 
Club  which  is  more  fully  described  on 
page  3  of  this  Newsletter. 

The  Washington  Club  added  $3,000 
to  be  divided  between  its  two  endowed 
scholarships,  one  named  for  Harriet 
Evans  Wyckoff,  '15,  and  the  other  for 
Vivienne  Barkalow  Hornbeck,  '18.  The 
Philadelphia  Club  gave  $2,500  for  its 
scholarship. 

Scholarship  funds  have  also  been 
increased  by  a  number  of  corporate 
gifts,  including  $6,000  from  Procter  & 
Gamble  and  $2,550  from  General 
Motors,  to  continue  the  scholarships 
which  each  has  maintained  at  the  col- 
lege for  several  years. 

A  $2,500  unrestricted  grant  from 
the  Esso  Education  Foundation,  under 
its  Presidential  Contingency  Program, 
has  enabled  the  college  to  purchase  a 
polygraph  for  the  psychology  depart- 
ment, one  of  the  principal  items  needed 
as  teaching  aids. 

Since  1956,  Esso  Education  Founda- 
tion has  given  a  total  of  $46,000  to 
Sweet  Briar  in  a  series  of  grants. 

An  unrestricted  grant  of  $2,000 
from  the  American  Oil  Foundation 
has  been  added  to  the  building  fund 
for    the     proposed    Campus    Center.

Sweet  Briar  Team 

Enters  College  Bowl 

Sweet  Briar  is  scheduled  to  appear 
on  G.  E.  College  Bowl  to  match  wits 
in  a  fast  game  against  an  as-yet-un- 
named opponent,  on  Sunday,  Mar.  9 
at  6  p.m.  EST. 

This  popular  quiz  program,  now  in 
its  1 1  th  year,  is  a  nationwide  television 
feature  of  NBC.  Success  depends  on 
quick  recall  of  a  broad  range  of  facts. 

Sweet  Briar's  team  includes  the  fol- 
lowing: Candace  Buker  '70;  Jane  II- 
lingworth  '69;  Emily  McNally  '72;  and 
Helen  Willingham  '69.  Maria  Ward 
'69,  was  named  as  alternate.  Dina 
Moser  '69,  is  chairman  of  arrange- 
ments. 

Parents,  alumnae  and  others  who 
want  to  support  the  team  in  the  studio 
audience  may  write  to:  Tickets,  NBC 
Guest  Relations,  30  Rockefeller  Plaza, 
New  York  City  10020. 

Tryouts  for  the  1969  team  began  in 
November  and  before  Christmas  vaca- 
tion a  squad  of  eight  competitors  had 
been  selected.  Coached  by  Mrs.  Judith 
Campbell,  instructor  in  English,  they 
continued  practice  sessions  until  mid- 
January,  when  the  team  was  chosen. 

Many  students  entered  the  prelimi- 
nary competitions;  others  have  volun- 
teered as  scorers;  and  faculty  and  staff 
members  have  contributed  questions 
for  skull-practice  sessions. 

Entering  into  the  College  Bowl 
spirit,  four  members  of  the  Oxford- 
Cambridge  Shakespeare  Company, 
which  spent  four  days  on  campus  in 
December,  took  part  in  an  impromptu 
match,  with  each  team  winning  one 
game. 

A  winning  team  may  appear  five 
times  before  being  retired.  Each  college 
Bowl  victory  includes  a  $1,500  scholar- 
ship grant  to  the  college  from  General 
Electric,  and  a  matching  grant  from 
Seventeen  magazine;  losers  receive 
$500  from  each  donor. 

In  1961,  Sweet  Briar's  team  was  on 
the  air  three  weeks,  winning  over  Han- 
over College  and  Colorado  State  before 
losing  to  Johns  Hopkins. 

The  team,  comprised  of  juniors, 
established  the  Class  of  1962  Scholar- 
ship, which  with  additional  gifts  from 
the  class  and  individuals  now  has  a 
principal  of  $6,300.

Two  previous  grants  from  this  founda- 
tion have  been  added  to  this  fund. 

Direct  gifts  from  a  number  of  Lynch- 
burg business  firms,  exclusive  of  con- 
tributions to  the  Virginia  Foundation 
for  Independent  Colleges,  totaled 
$1,650. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  received 
gifts  reaching  $7,276  from  247  mem- 
bers.

Increase  Enrollment 

Ten  students  have  returned  to  Sweet 
Briar  for  the  second  semester. 

Five  resumed  their  studies  after  a 
semester  spent  in  Italy.

Louise  Lambert,  Williamsburg,  and 
Catharine  Louis,  Atlanta,  were  in 
Rome  as  the  first  from  Sweet  Briar  en- 
rolled in  the  Intercollegiate  Center  for 
Classical  Studies. 

A  government  major,  Martha  Eliza- 
beth Smith,  Huntsville,  Ala.,  partici- 
pated in  the  Washington  Semester 
Program  at  the  American  University. 

Four  others  who  returned  include 
a  sophomore,  two  juniors,  and  a  senior. 

Only  one  student,  who  was  ill,  with- 
drew from  Sweet  Briar  during  the  first 
semester. 

Early   Decision   Candidates 

Enroll   in   Class   of   1973 

Fifty-seven  candidates  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Class  of  1973  under  the 
Early  Decision  Plan,  established  in 
1959. 

These  students  applied  only  to  Sweet 
Briar  before  last  October;  all  those 
accepted  have  enrolled.  Thirty-two  are 
entering  from  public  high  schools  and 
the  remainder  from  independent 
schools.

Three  Alumnae  Eleeted 

to  Phi  Beta  Kappa 

Three  alumnae  have  been  elected 
members  of  the  college's  Theta  of  Vir- 
ginia Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
national  scholastic  honor  society,  and 
have  been  invited  to  return  to  the 
campus  for  initiation  ceremonies  in 
March.  Alumnae  membership  in  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  is  based  chiefly  on  scholar- 
ly and  professional  achievements  since 
graduation  from  college. 

The  new  members,  who  were  grad- 
uated from  Sweet  Briar  before  the 
chapter  was  granted  20  years  ago,  are: 
Miss  Lucile  Cox,  '36,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  Latin  at  Mary  Washington 
College  who  won  wide  recognition  as 
an  outstanding  teacher  at  E.  C.  Glass 
High  School,  Lynchburg,  for  24  years; 
Dr.  Mary  Louise  Lloyd,  '48,  associate 
professor  of  social  sciences  at  Ocean 
County  College,  N.  J.,  and  staff  psy- 
chologist for  the  Ocean  County  Mental 
Health  Clinic;  and  Miss  Jean  Grove 
Taylor,  '49,  professional  staff  member, 
Science  and  Technology  Division,  Insti- 
tute for  Defense  Analyses,  at  Arling- 
ton, Va. 

Miss  Cox  comes  from  Amherst  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Amherst  County  High 
School.  She  majored  in  Latin  and 
Greek  at  Sweet  Briar,  taught  for  several 
years  in  Amherst  schools  and  then 
earned  a  master's  degree  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia.  She  also  studied  at 
the  American  Academy,  Rome,  in  the 
summer  of  1949;  at  the  American 
School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Athens 
in  1956;  and  last  summer  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan. 

Honored  several  times  by  her  stu- 
dents for  her  skill  in  teaching,  she  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  consistently 
high  record  of  achievement  by  Glass 
students  in  the  annual  state-wide  Latin 
Tournaments.  She  was  also  adviser  for 
the  yearbook,  which  several  times  won 
top  honors  in  interscholastic  competi- 
tion. A  former  president  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Classical  Association  and  of  the 
Lynchburg  Chapter,  Archeological  In- 
stitute of  America,  Miss  Cox  was  vice- 
president,  1964-68,  of  the  Classical 
Association  of  the  Middle  West  & 
South,  which  cited  her  last  spring  as 
one  of  three  outstanding  teachers  in 
Classics. 

Dr.  Lloyd  majored  in  French  at 
Sweet  Briar,  spent  her  junior  year  in 
Geneva,  Switzerland,  and  was  grad- 
uated cum  laude.  After  two  years  as 
secretary  to  the  Sweet  Briar  Junior 
Year  in  France  office,  she  went  to 
Washington  where  she  worked  in  the 
State  Department  and  studied  at 
Georgetown  University.  Later  she  was 
assistant  director  of  admission  at  West- 
ern College  for  Women,   Oxford,   O. 


New    York  Alumnae 

Establish   Scholarship 

A  $20,600  endowed  scholarship,  be- 
gun in  I960  as  a  mutual  fund  invest- 
ment program,  has  been  given  to  Sweet 
Briar  by  the  New  York  Alumnae  Club. 
This  is  the  largest  single  scholarship 
endowment  established  by  an  alumnae 
club. 

Named  for  Dr.  Connie  M.  Guion, 
distinguished  New  York  physician  and 
member  of  the  college's  Board  of  Di- 
rectors who  formerly  taught  chemistry 
and  physics  at  Sweet  Briar,  the  scholar- 
ship will  be  available  to  applicants  from 
the  New  York  City  area.  As  are  all 
other  scholarship  funds,  it  will  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  Committee  on  Finan- 
cial Aid  at  the  college. 

The  New  York  Alumnae  Club  has 
started  an  endowment  fund  for  a  sec- 
ond scholarship. 

She  continued  her  graduate  studies  for 
a  master's  degree  in  education  at  Yale 
and  in  1964  received  a  Ph.D.  in  psy- 
chology and  child  development  at 
Bryn  Mawr  College.  She  also  worked 
on  the  staff  of  the  Chester  County, 
Pa.,  Mental  Health  Clinic  for  two 
years. 

Miss  Tayor  majored  in  psychology 
and  was  graduated  cum  laude.  In  1951 
she  earned  a  master's  degree  in  indus- 
trial psychology  at  Cornell  and  a  year 
later  she  joined  the  staff  of  the  Opera- 
tions Research  Office  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  its  successor, 
Research  Analysis  Corp.,  where  she 
served  as  an  operations  analyst,  study 
chairman,  and  director  of  Special  Sum- 
mer Research  Programs,  until  1963. 

Miss  Taylor  is  the  author  or  co- 
author of  many  articles,  reports,  stu- 
dies, and  research  papers.  In  1966  she 
received  an  LL.B.  degree  from  George 
Washington  University,  where  she  was 
elected  to  the  Order  of  the  Coif,  legal 
honor  society,  and  won  two  other  aca- 
demic awards.

Purchased  by  College 

After  more  than  half  a  century  of 
separation,  Mount  San  Angelo  farm, 
situated  across  U.  S.  29  from  the  cam- 
pus, has  been  rejoined  to  Sweet  Briar. 
Several  gifts  for  this  purpose  enabled 
the  college  to  purchase  the  large  house 
and  445  acres  from  its  owner,  Mrs. 
A.  C.  Barrow,  in  December. 

In  the  19th  century  the  land  be- 
longed to  Elijah  Fletcher.  When  his 
heirs  divided  his  land-holding  in  1859, 
a  year  after  his  death,  his  younger 
daughter  Elizabeth  acquired  this  farm. 
A  decade  later  she  and  her  husband, 
W.  Hamilton  Mosby,  built  an  Italian- 
Victorian  house  and  named  it  Mount 
San  Angelo.  Standing  on  a  high  hill, 
it  commanded  a  sweeping  view  of  the 
Blue  Ridge  rising  beyond  Sweet  Briar, 
then  owned  by  Elijah's  older  daughter, 
Indiana  Fletcher  Williams. 

Eventually  San  Angelo  farm  re- 
verted to  Mrs.  Williams  and  at  her 
death  in  1900  it  became  the  property 
of  the  college  which  was  established 
through  her  will. 

Shortly  thereafter  the  house  was  ex- 
tensively re-modeled  and  converted  into 
an  ornate  Georgian-type  mansion,  to 
become  the  home  of  Dr.  John  M.  Mc- 
Bryde,  who  served  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  was  appointed  as  the 
first  president  of  the  future  college.  Ill 
health  forced  his  resignation  early  in 
1906  and  his  successor,  Dr.  Mary  K. 
Benedict,  who  arrived  to  open  the  new 
institution  later  that  year,  chose  to  live 
at  Sweet  Briar. 

In  1908  Mount  San  Angelo  was  sold 
to  Dr.  George  E.  Walker.  The  hospi- 
table Walker  family  quickly  became 
closely  associated  with  the  college  and 


for  many  years  "tea  at  the  Walkers" 
was  a  weekly  treat  for  both  students 
and  faculty.  The  annual  Thanksgiving 
party  and  bonfire  on  the  hilltop  are 
vividly  recalled  by  many  alumnae. 
When  the  college  was  over-registered, 
students  were  housed  by  the  Walkers. 

After  Dr.  Walker  died  the  family 
moved  into  a  smaller  house  across  the 
highway  and  in  1924  Mount  San 
Angelo  was  sold  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bar- 
row. Eight  years  later  they  moved  to 
Denver  and  in  turn  sold  the  property 
to  Holland  S.  Reavis.  In  1945  the  Bar- 
rows re-purchased  San  Angelo  from 
Mrs.  Reavis'  estate  and  once  again  it 
became  their  home,  maintained  by  Mrs. 
Barrow  since  her  husband's  death. 

No  decision  has  been  reached  con- 
cerning future  use  of  the  house,  which 
is  surrounded  by  nearly  30  acres  of 
landscaped  grounds  which  have  many 
beautiful  flowering  trees  and  shrubs, 
a  box  garden,  and  numerous  stately 
ornamental  trees  including  a  magnifi- 
cent copper  beech. 

Pastures  and  arable  lands  are  to  be 
used  for  the  college's  dairy  and  farm 
operations.

lished in  medical  journals.  He  is  a  di- 
rector and  former  chief  of  staff  of 
Stuart  Circle  Hospital,  Richmond;  a 
consultant  for  the  Virginia  Regional 
Medical  Program;  director  of  the  Rich- 
mond Chapter,  American  Red  Cross, 
and  of  the  Family  and  Children's  Ser- 
vice; and  a  vestryman  of  St.  Stephen's 
Episcopal  Church. 

Mrs.  Williams,  the  former  Emory 
Dabney  Gill,  is  a  1942  graduate  of 
Sweet  Briar.  Their  oldest  daughter, 
Dabney,  was  graduated  in  1965. 
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
